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THE TRAGEDY AT 
VERSAILLES 


Young Huntington Attempts 
Suicide. Trouble in Family 
was over his Wife. 


Versailles, July 29—The death of the 
aged American soldier himself and 
the attempt on the part of hire son 
Henry, who shot his sisters and 
brothers Sunday in the last hours of 
his dying father’s life, imparted ad- 
ditional sadness to the shocking 
tragedy in the home of Major Henry 
A. Huntington, which has caused a 
sensation in the American colony and 
in diplomatic circles of France, 
Major Huntington died this evening 
shortly after the news was given out 
of his son Henry's unsuccessful at 
tempt at suicide, but the father was 
spared the anguish of knowing of this 
incident and of the jeriible crime 
which shattered his household as he 
Was unconscious. 

The prostrated wife and her daugh- 
ter Edith and her son Douglas, whose 
slight wounds permitted them to pay 
the last honors to the dying man, 
were present in the chamber when the 
end came. 

Attempts Suicide, 

According to the police, Henry at- 
temjited suicide in his cell with a 
silk handkerchief, which he — tied 
around his neck and fastened to the 
bars, seeking to strangle — himself 
slowly by the means of a tourniquot, 
The jailer, who had been instructed 
to watch the prisoner closely, detect- 
ed the act in time to prevent serious 
results and it was announeed that 
Henry had not succeeded iy injurigg 
himeelf, 

The swift sequence of tragic inci- 
dent in the Huntington family,which 
is one of the best known here, has 
cast a gloom over Versailles, Though 
plunged in grief at the death of the 
head of the household the mother and 
children have had time to interpret 
Henry's effort at seeking destruction 
additional evidence of the mental 
irresponsibility which they say he has 
long manifested in certain directions, 

Brothers and Sisters Will Recover. 

Three doctors ‘today held out some 
faint hope for the recovery of Alonzo 
and Elizabeth. Edith’s wound is not 
serious. Mrs. Huntington’s life 
despaired of. Major Huntington did 
not recover consciousness and he was 
in complete ignorance of the tragedy, 
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mad house suffering from delusions 
somewhat similar to those by which 
Henry is affected. 

Many members of the American 
colony in Paris,ineluding Ambassador 
White and Consul General Mason, 
called at the Huntington residence to- 
day to express sympathy and offer 
their services, Henry Huntington's 
wife, ag well as her father and moth- 
er, Were summoned from Paris today 
and appeared before the examining 
magistrate here who took down {heir 
statements, Henry's wife, in an in- 
terview, persisted in her statement 
that the rupture between Henry and 
the other members of the family was 
complete. This trouble, she said, dat. 
ed from the last aniversary dinner of 
her marriage. She declared that on 
that oceasion her band. Whe spoke 
il' of her to her husband. Wien Henry 
returned to his hotel last night after 
the tragedy he told his wife he was 
erying at the bedside of his father 
when his brother, Douglas, and his 
sisters interrypted him and insisted 
that he beg for his mother’s pardon. 
He then lost his head and fires in- 
discriminately. 

“T can never forget,’’ Mra, Hunting- 
ton went on, “that my husband be- 
came parted with his family rather 
than to have me insulted in his pres. 
ence,” 

Dr. Denis said today that Henry 
Huntington's sisters were very friend- 
ly with his daughter before her mar- 
riage but that they turned against 
her after Henry made her his wife,

Washington, July 29.—Recently in. 
formation was received by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission that cer 
tain western and southwestern roads 
were engaged in alleged evasions 
against the rate law by issuing passes 
to persone not entitled to them un- 
der the law.

Boise, July 29—Chas, H. Moyer, 
president of the Western Federation 
of Minera and co-defendant with W.

IGNORED DYING 
MAN’S REQUEST 


Young Man Failed to Carry 
Message for Man Run Over 
by a Train. 


Chatham, Jaly 29—A heartless story 
is related of man’s negleet in connee- 
tion with the death on the Pere Mar- 
quette railway track north of Dresden 
on Sunday night of an unidentified 
demented man, with “KE, H.’’ tattooed 
on his right arm, who claimed to have 
been employed by the Sydenham 
Glass company, Wallaceburg, where he 
Was unknown, however, Some time 
late on Saturday night the man was 
run over by a train and his left leg 
cut off above the ankle, \He was also 
badly injured about the hips and face. 
it seems on the statement of Walter 
Young, of Port Huron, who came by 
the dying man about 12.06 on Sunday 
morning, that Hefferman, as the de- 
ceased called himself, asked him for 
water, but refused to be removed 
from the railway track, There was no 
water in the ditch and Young so told 
the man, who asked him to go to 
Dresden, about two miles away, and 
tell Pat Gilroy his condition, and to 
ask Gilroy to return with some water. 
Young ne reported to Gilroy, nor 
to the police of Dresden until the ae- 
cident was known all over town. He 
went on his way to Dresden, aecord- 
ing to his owh story, but, overeome by 
fatigue, lay down and went to sleep, 
forgetiul of the dying man’s charge. 
Then he went to Dresden, where he 
arrived about 4.30 on Sunday morn- 
ing, staying the rest of the night and 
day until evening there without re- 
porting the accident, according to his 
own admission 
Young is nineteen years old, alleg- 

he never drinks, and was 6n his 
way to Dresden to make arrangements 
for storing his father’s furniture there 
and his callousness has shocked the 
county, The case is now in the hands 
of the crown, Perhaps the worst fea- 
ture of the case is that the dying man, 
as though to hasten Young, told him 
that he felt “all in.” Young makes 
no excuse, saying that he was over- 
come by fatigue, and says he did not 
ge to adjoining farms for help because 
ot fear of dogs.

In Tenement House Fire in New York

RUSSIA AND JAPAN 
SIGN TREATIES 


Final Wiping Out of Last Traces 
of Hostilities. Two Countries 
Make Commercial Treaties 


St. Petersburg, July 29,—The sign- 
ing yesterday at the foreign office 
here of the treaties of commerce, 
navigation and fisheries between 
Russia and Japan will be followed 
shortly by the publication of a politi- 
eal entente wiping out last traces of 
hostilities arising from the iate war 
The toreign office today confirmed the 
despatenh to the Associated Press 
from Tokio on this matter, and ad- 
mitted officially that a general 
political agreement between the two 
in course of preparation; 
lode Hegotiations to this end had al- 
thost reached completion, and that 
the signatures would be aflixed to 
the documents in a few days. 

This entente is conceived along the 


same general lines as recent similar 
agreement between France and 
Japan, Under its terms Russia and 
Japan will mutually g antee their 
rigucs and territories. The negotia- 
tions looking to this entente have 
been conducted = with complete 


secrecy because of the Japanese dis- 
like of publicity, but it was learned 
today that Foreign Minister Ilswol- 
sky's desire to settle pending ques- 
tions in the Far East and inaugu- 
rate the new policy of peaceful 
colonization and development in the 
Russian provinces bordering on the 
Pacific was . met in a spirit of 
moderation and conciliation on, the

20,000 IRON WORKERS OUT > 
ON STRIKE IN MINNESOTA 


War Between Western Federation of Miners and the Steel Trust’ 
Orehandlers Strike Reaches Mammoth Proportions. Men 
are Willing to Arbitrate and have Notified Duluth 
Mayor to that Effect. 


Duluth, Minn., July 20.—At the 
Ineeting today the striking iron 
workers spent some time in discuss- 
ing on what terms they would ask 
the company ior setiiement. Finally 
the matter of arbitration was sug- 
gested. and a further discussion took 


place and it was then put to a vote 
and the motion was carried with just 
ene vote to spare, showing that the 
attitude of the men was in a large 
measure for returning to work and 
trusting to the officials of the rail- 
road to do as they had promised at 
the conference yesterday, that is, to 
take, all the men back 4s fast as the 
conditions on the docks warrant, 
This afternoon a letter, of which the 
following is the text, was sent to 
President Olcott through Mayor Me- 
Cullum, who has been the intermedi- 
ary. 
“Hon, M. B. MeCullum, 
City of Duluth. 
“Dear sir,—In compliance with out 
agreement to report to you the action 
of the strikers of the ore dock em- 
ployees of the Duluth, Massabe and 
Northesn Railway Company, on the 
result of yesterday's conference with 
the officials of that railroad, we beg 
leave to state that the men did not 
take kindly to the idea of returniag to 
work on the terms proposed by the 
company. The subject was discussed 
at great length by the large number 
of men, and, while the proposition in 
question was not regarded with favo, 
the hope was expressed that negotia-

tions leading to a settlement of the 
trouble should be kept open. The 
following is the embodiment of the 
men’s decisiong as expressed in a

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HEAD OF THIEL 
SERVICE DEAD 


Founder of Famous Detective 
Society of Canada and the 
States Dies in Chicago, 


Chieago, July 29.—Gustavua TD 
Thiel, president and founder of the 
Thiel Detective Service Company, 


Whose name was as much dreaded by 
the denizens of the underworld as 
that of any recent protector of large 
corporate interests, died at his home, 
here of apoplexy. 

Mr. Thiel’s life had been long en- 
oigh—he died at 65—to include a pre- 
liminary training in his profession as 
Secretary of the United States secrot 
serv ce-under Allan Pinkerton during 
the civil war and to bring him into 
contact with the desperate marauder- 
ing band of train robbers which in- 
fested the Southwest during the re. 
construction period. Much of the ro. 
mance that clusters about the build- 
ing of tho trans-continental — lines 
passed under his eye, The detection 
of crime netted him a fortune reputed 
te be in the neighborhood of $200,000. 

Faces Death Many Times. 

Even after he became the head of 
his own agency Mr. Thiel’s detective 
instinct led him to participate person- 
aliy in the arrest of notorious crim- 
inuls, He had faved death many 
times and was lamed for life eighteen 
years ago, at the arrest of “Ol’’ Tru- 
man’s gang after the Oliphant. train 
robbery. 

A’ train on the Tron Mountain Road 


had been held up in Arkansas, the 
conductor killed and several of the 
other trainmen shot, Tt was known

that “Ol” Truman, 
ruffiau, with six companions, 
guilty of the crime, 

Thiel assembled a band of western 
deputy sheriffs and took up the trail, 
The gang was overtaken in a clump 
of woods in Indian Territory. A 
pitched battle ensued, with the des- 
peradoés intrenched behind bowlders, 
In the fight Thiel received a bullet 
wound in one knee. Elmer, one of 
the pursuing party, finally executed 
a flank movement and shot Truman. 
His companions finally surrendered 
or were killed. Four of them met 
their death at the end of a cattle. 
man’s noose, 

Finds His Man in Dawson. 

Another famous case whieh Thiel 
solved, this time from an office’ chair 
in Chicago, was that of the Novak 
murder, evhich reached from a little 
Iowa town into Alaska, twelve years 
ago, An old violin served as the 
single clew, 

The Travelers’ Insurance Company 
had .reported to Mr. Thiel’s company 
that a client of theirs holding a $10,- 
000 policy, of which a man Novak 
was made beneficiary, had died un- 
der circumstances warranting investi- 
gation. <A preliminary review of the 
facts convinced Thiel that Novak had 
committed murder, He had left town

THE NATURALIZATION LAW. 


New Regulations Demand Authentic 
Signature of Holder. 

An alteration has been made in the 
procedure for naturalization, which 
entails more trouble and expense on 
the subject than is apparent from a 
superficial consideration of its na- 
ture 

The Secretary of State for the Col- 
on‘es has represented to the Cana- 
dian government that difficulties have 
arisen “as regards the identity of a 
person naturalized in the colonies ap- 
plying for passports in London with 
the person named in the certificate 
of naturalization.” He suggested, 
therefore, that it would be of great 
assistance “if the certificate contained 
the authenticated signature of the 
holder.’ 

Acting on this, the department of 
the secretary of state of Canada re- 
cently issued an inst. action to clerks 
of county courts, that, in future, no 
eertificate delivered to any natural- 
ized alien, without the same having 
been signed by him in the margin, 
in the clerk’s presence, and also 
signed by the clerk as a witness 

The home government’s suggestion 
was made, no doubt, for very good 
reasons, International obligations de- 
mand a certain amount of respon- 
sibility, and it is important that the 
naturalized subject should be in a 
position readily to prove his identity, 
This could, perhaps, be most easily 
done through his signature. All that 
would have to be done would be to 
see that his signature, made in the 
presence of the official, correspended 
under the previously existing prac- 
with that on the certificate, which, 
tice did not appear thereon, The ap- 
plicant for naturalization had simply 
to take the oath of allegiance before 
a commissioner, who wrote in the 
applicant’s name, and forwarded the 
document to the clerk of the county 
court, If it was in order, a certi- 
ficate was‘ issued at the “next sitting 
of the court and sent, by mail, to 
the applicant, no matter where he 
resided. The person asking for nat- 
uralization generally acted through 
a solicitor or other agent or the

CONGO QUESTION | 


IN HOUSE OF LORDS 


1! Upper House Demands to Know 


What Government is Doing 
in this Matter. 


London, July 29—‘The system of 
government in the Congo Indepen- 
dent State ig one of unrestrained 


tyranny forced by the lash and the 
bullet, by cruelty and by murder.” 

These words were spoken by Lord 
Monkswell, who raised the Congo 
question in the House of Lords today 
and moved for the papers, The at- 
tendance in the house was small. 

Continuing, Lord Monkswell said: 
“The Congo government was a power- 
jul engine of greed which impudently 
and insolently violated the  limita- 
tions under which its rights over this 
territory had been granted.” 

The speaker quoted authorities to 
support his statement and added that 
a special responsibility attached to 
Great Britain because, except for her 
determined action, the King of Portu- 
gal and not the King of the Belgians 
would at this moment have been the 
ruler of the Congo, 

The Archbishop of Canterbury de- 
clared that the Congo was one of the 
most disheartening and humiliating of 
contemporary questions. He said it 
was a ghastly irony, to read today 
the words of the address presented to 
King Leopold by the City of London 
im 1384 congratulating His Majesty 
upon his ‘bloodless victory.” He 
déclared the British governmeat 
should be reminded of the sense of 
responsibility of all Englishmen in 
this matter, 

General debate on the Congo ques- 
tion followed, and a number of 
bishops were among the speakers. 
The Earl of Mayo advocated another 
international conference in the mat- 
ter of the Congo, and failing in that 
the appointment of more British con- 
suls in the Upper Congo, 

Reply of the Government. 

Lord Fitzmaurice, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, speaking for the 
government, said they were not blind 
to the fact that this matter was in- 
volved with grave difficulties. The 
government had asked the Congo 
State, he said, not to disregard the 
experiences of previous governments 
of native states, and had instaneed 


the early history. of British Kast 
India. The present’ system, the 
speaker said, was certain to have 


evil consequences. Ford Fitzmaurice 
admitted that the House of Lords had 
a right to ask what progress had 
been made, but he said it was an in- 
ternational question, and if the house 
teok any rash action dt would run 
the risk of injuring the cause it had 
at heart.

THE INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES ACT. 

In the mechanies’ hall Iast night a 
fairly good attendance listened to a 
discourse on the Lemieux Act and 
those affected by it. The address was 
delivered by Mr: H. A. MaeKie, one 
of the youngest members of the bar! 
in the city, and much interest was 
evinced throughout in all that was 


said. The speaker dealt with the mo- 
tive actuating the passing of+ the! 
bill, and declared that the govern 


ment had the interests of the consum- 
er, those whose comfort and very ex- 
istence depend upon the continuous 
operation of great public utilities, jn 
mind when they undertook ity pass 


age. Despite the good intent of the! 
measure, however, the speaker be- 
lieved its operation fraught with 


much difficulty, There were, he said, 
the many difficulties involved in any 
attempt to retain men at work during | 
the thirty daye prescribed by the act 
for the consideration of any dispute ; 
there were other difficulties which 
must result from the creation of what 
was really a court without a court's 
power to enforce its decisions. How 
ever, he declared that in esence the 
Act sought to deal with a real phase 
in the life of a country, and while, in 
numerous cases which he cited, it ap: 
peared to contradict the findings of 
many English decisions defining the 
standing ‘of tradea unions before the 
law, and was apparently an experi 
ment to be modified and made more 
workable to meet all conditions, he 
believed the aim of the measure 
should commend itself to all. 

The*diseussion which followed was 
of a brief nature, and was participat 
ed in by Messrs. Nash, Kinney and 
Noreote. A vote of thanks was ten. 
dered Mr. MaeKie, and the hope ex 
pressed that he would favor the coun 
cil with another address at some fu- 
ture date,
